Why Pick on the Queen

The British monarchy, un- 
like the proverbial American 
politician, may please some 
of the people all of the time, 
but at no time does it seem 
to succeed in pleasing all of 
the people. Anti - monarchis 
pressure, however small, 
seems to be increasing in 
recent years. This pressure is 
manifested, among a part of 



royalty, and sometimes in 
openly anti- monarchist jour- 
nalism. (In Canada, and the 
U.S.A., as well as in Eng- 
land.) For those who smugly 
ignore this situation, I would 
refer them to a realistic ar- 
ticle, in an unbiased Ameri- 
can magazine, stating the pos- 
sibility that, if the present 
atmosphere of apathy and un- 
favourable public opinion is 
not remedied, the British mo- 
narchy may not outlive Queen 
Elizabeth II. 

The queen, like anyone else 
in this day and age, must be 
sold to the public. If this 
article appears to be a de~ 
fense of monarchy, I would 
like to inform readers that I 
am not a " monarchist," hav- 
ing no ancestral link with 
Britain, and, therefore, no 
traditional or sentimental at- 
tachment to its royal heri- 
tage. It is simply that my 
personal concepts of justice, 
decency and common sense 
prompt me to present my 
opinion on this subject, at a 
time when the problem is 
highlighted by Her Majesty's 
current visit to Canada, and 
the possibility of her unde- 
served unfavourable treat- 
ment at the hands of certain 
people. 

Anti- monarchists are of two 
types. The first type, the 
"emotionals." are those who, 
due to personal feelings of 
malcontent and inferiority, 
must find a scapegoats-pre- 
fer ably some dignified public 
figure who is not in a posi- 
tion to fight back. Since such 
people are incapable of ration- 
alizing, I would prefer to di- 
rect my opinions toward the 
second type, who present more 



or less "logical" anti-royal 
arguments, which are listed 
(along with respective ans- 
wers) below. 

1. "Monarchy is expensive; 
people can't afford to pay tax- 
es for it." 

Answer: Statistics show that, 
on a per capita basis, the 
50,000.000 British citizens 
pay a few cents a year to 
maintain the "costly" royal 
d 



2. '*In the present age, the 
• r u b b e r- stamp' * monarch 

does not justify his or her 
existence by functioning in a 
vital, productive capacity." 
Answer: Does everyone real- 
ly fulfil a vital role in so- 
ciety? Think of all the fea- 
therbedding, in industry and 
in government, of the count- 
less people who earn salaries 
for doing little more than 
filling nominal, unnecessary 
positions. To carry this a step 
further, consider the fact that, 
as a result of the progress 
of automation, within this cen- 
tury we will see 80%-90% 
of the population no longer 
required to do actual work 
in production of goods and 
services. Clearly, more and 
more 'figurehead' positions 
will have to be created to 
occupy us all. Why. then, can 
we not accept a 'figurehead' 
monarch who can, and does 
function quite successfully in 
matters of national traditions, 
public relations and ambassa- 
dorship? 

3. "Monarchy is undemocra- 
tic, it is based on ancestry 
rather than ability." 
Answer: First of all. we can 
again look to government, and 
to industry- -particularly the 
big financial "empires" --as 
examples that heredity, rather 
than ability, is a ubiquitous 
factor in establishing the high 
rank of many people. (I call 
it nepotism; others may call 
it ''pull"). 

Secondly — and this point re- 
quires some deep contempla- 
tion- -is the position of the 
British ruler something that 
anyone can fill? Consider the 
awesome requirements of a 
modern sovereign — the self- 
restraint, the lack of personal 



privacy, indeed of personal 
freedom, the public and pri- 
vate pressures, the necessity 
of maintaining a painfully dig- 
nified public image while liv- 
ing in practically a goldfish 
bowl, the exhausting demands 
of constant voyages and pub- 
lic ceremonies, etc., etc. How 
many persons, if elected to 
fill such a role, could carry 
it through? The queen did not 
ask to be born into this way 
of life, which would probably 
produce a nervous breaks ' own 
in the average person, but 
which Her Majesty has adc.^ted 
with a courage and strength 
deserving of universal admir- 
ation. 

4. "The Queen lives in lux- 
ury, v/ay above the level of 
her subjects." 

Answer: This was true in 
Dicken's time, but today' sge- 
neral affluefnce in our western 
world enables most of us to 
enjoy all the material com- 
forts, and even a lot of the 
luxuries, enjoyed by our 
Queen. 

5. "Monarchy generally has 
a corrupt, cruel past." 
Answer: While this is true of 
many historic monarchies, the 
history of the British insti- 
tution has its very bright as- 
pects. To cite but three ex- 
amples: Henry VII unified 
England and established law, 
order and justice: Henry VII 
was a revolutionary hero in 
liberating England from the 
oppressive medieval papacy: 
Elizabeth I devoted her life 
to making England strong 
enough to remain a free state. 
Modern constitutional mon- 
archies do no harm to anyone; 
many of today' s "democratic 
republics" are brutal tyran- 
nies. 

To summarize: there is no- 
thing wrong with the British 
monarchy that is no wrong with 
just about everything, and 
everybody else. So, why can't 
people at least leave our queen 
alone- -or, better still, enjoy 
and be proud of this centuries- 
old institution which, in a 
materialistic and dehumaniz- 
ing age. personifies the rare 
qualities of decency, self-sa- 
crifice, sincerity, and devo- 
tion?

HISTORY - Why a Folk Song 
Festival at Macdonald Col- 
lege? This is precisely what 
the Student's Council wanted 
to know when Lit. and Deb. 
president, Al McKinney, first 
presented his brain child last 
spring. The executive came up 
with a now well-thumbed list of 
objectives. The first was to 
publicize Macdonald College 
by inviting other universities 
to be our guests (as in the 
Woodsmen Contest) and this 
is the one which most interest- 
ed the administration in the

project. Other aims were to 
stimulate interest in Lit. and 
Deb., to promote interest in 
folk singing and amateur tal- 
ent and to fill out the fall 
schedule as Winter Carnival 
and Royal do to the spring 
timetable - but with less ex- 
pense to the student. 

We approached "Let's Sing 
Out" for television coverage; 
this was not feasible but we 
are still in hopes of having the 
final show taped for release 
at a later date. This would 
certainly fulfil our aim of 
bringing publicity to the Col- 
lege. 

Approximately seventy-two 
colleges and universities were 
approached with interest 
sheets. At present we have 
fourteen competitors from 
York U., Toronto, Carleton, 
U. of Ottawa, McGill. Bis- 



hop's, U. of Montreal, Sir 
George, Queen's U., Hartwich 
College, Oneonto, N.Y. and 
Kemptville Agricultural Col- 
lege, Ont. 

Who is working on this pro- 
ject? The Lit. and Deb. execu- 
tive, Al McKinney, Bill Mc- 
Lellan, Helen Decker and 
Dan Parkinson. Also, Johnny 
Horton (Dance), Monty Scarth 
(Press Publicity), Hue Mac- 
Donald (College Publicity) and 
Jim Brown (Staging) are as- 
sisting. Evelyn Whetung of 
Community Chest will be sell- 
ing refreshments to aid this 
charity and Gold Key will be 
there to welcome our guests.

Dr. W.R. Mason, editor of 
the Canadian Entomological 
Journal addressed a gather- 
ing in the Biology building 
on Monday, October 5th. The 
theme of his lecture was how 
to prepare scientific papers 
for the publisher and to speed 
up publicaton. 

A well organized paper with 
good presentation of both writ- 
ten and illustrative material 
reduces both time and cost 
of printing and increases the 
quality of the publication. 

The fundamentals and me- 
chanics involved in printing 
made the aforementioned ne- 
cessary. He explained the 
work involved in line cut, 
which is the printing of illus- 
trations in black and white 
only and half tones which in 
volves grading in colour from 
black to white. With suitable 
demonstrations he went 
through the processes from 
the drawing, photographing, 
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retouching, zinc printing, 
etching to the final proof, 
showing how errors, such as 
commas, labelling of draw- 
ings, cropked lines affected 
various steps in the process 
and could delay the publica- 
tion of the paper for several 
months. 

He advised that authors 
should first choose their jour- 
nal and organize their ma- 
terial with regard to head- 
ings, captions, citing of re- 
ferences to suit the journal. 
The cost per page to print 
a paper was S35.00. The cost, 
however, was subsidized by 
non-publishing members. The 
cost for a coloured picture, 
he informed us, was $450.00. 

Finally Dr. Morrison moved 
a vote of thanks and we left, 
no longer grumbling at the 
price of books.

This was the first meeting for 
the following who were elected 
for Student's Council on Fri- 
day, October 2nd; Grace 
Beach, Home Economics 
Councillor; Rick HoUey, Agr i 
culture Councillor; and Janet 
Orr, Education Councillor. 
Harry Harricharan was voted 
by acclamation to represent 
the Men's Residence Commit- 
tee. Also voted by acclama- 
tion, but not on Council for 
their first time, are Barry 
Stephen as President of the 
Gold Key Society and Darrell 
Wood as Councillor from The 
Post Graduate School. Barry 
was Agriculture Representa- 
tive last year and Darrell held 
the same position as he does 
this year. 

Barry Stephen presented » 
report as retiring chaLnnan 
of the purchasing committee. 
In this report he gave the 
number of College items sold 
in the past year, and also 
gave recommendations to Rick 
HoUey, who will now carry 
on the responsibility of this 
position. These suggestions 
included having a purchasing 
agency here on campus and the 
possibility of having college 
ties and travelling bags simi- 
lar to those put out by var- 
ious airlines. This report was 



at the meeting included: 

(1) The Home Economics Club 
Constitution - Ruth Garland, 
President of this Club, was 
present and discussed any 
problems in the Constitution. 
It was accepted by Council 
after two minor changes were 
made. 

(2) Proposal for Clan Mac- 
donald - Hans Schindler at- 
tended the meeting to handle 
discussion regarding the 
Clam. It was decided that this 
should be bought by each stu- 
dent attending Macdonald and 
therefore the cost of the book 
per student would be lowered. 
Student's Activities fees would 
then cover the cost of each 
book. Hans assured Council 
that the quality of the Clan 
\uuld not deteriorate due to 
the greater number, purchas- 
ing the book. It was moved 
that the proposal put forward 
by the Editor of the Clan 
be accepted by Student' s C oun- 
cil and forwarded to the Fi- 
nance Committee for apro- 
val. Subject to the approval 
of the Finance Committee, a 
referendum will be held to 
give each Student the oppor- 
tunity to express his opinion 
of a system whereby he would 
automatically receive a year- 
book.
